From the Headquarters it looke 
like & small shoot of water with an isiaod 
infront. What would you think to ve told 
that it is a Jake with thousands of lulands 
Lhave been informed ou good aathority 
that there are at least 3,000 islands. Lt 
could not believe it until one day we got 
on the Contractor's steamer and sailed for 
several hours, It wae to all intents and 
purposed like sailing through » most tortu 
ove river. Wo were continustly taroing. 
Tho islands were of great variety—rome 
boing more epecks cn the water, others 
vory large, and all more or lens covered 
with trees. To my mind the seevery was 
quite enebanting, aod you may imagine 
what my feelings were when Mr. Suiber- 
land anid as we were retorning Lome that 
what we had seen of tho Lake wan not so 
much relatively oa what one sees of the Bay 
of Qainte when crossing the Perry at Balle 
ville, It would be easy to lose one's way 
amongst these iilan's 

We ‘anded for come time oa an island 
that is called the treaty ground, where the 
[adiaos gather to receive their avnaal al 
lowance from the Goveramont. It was the 
Indian anniverary.so we bad an excellent 
opportunity of witnessing an encampoient. 
There was a sumber of wigwame built 
along the ahora, Those are large tents 
made of branches of trees covered wi h 
bireb- bars They have theie fires some 
fow yards or leet from their teute,on near 
ly every ove of whiok there was a huge pot 
boiling. These lodians are Chippowas, It 
was interesting to waleh the mothors nurs 
ing their Jittle popposes. They eatemporise 
a cradlo by tying too atrong strings to trees 
a little apart’ They pat a shawl or blavk- 
et over the veprrated cords, thon plscs the 
baby inside this ootural Lammeck and 
wrap it rovad, atrings and all, with blank- 
ols All you see is the round derk free, 
calm and placid in sleep. The children 
seldom ory, which speaks well for being 
eradiod in the open sir, Men avd women 
smoke little cutly pipes all day long. They 
are very quiet, They seom to sit without 
speaking. They seldom move away. We 
were uebered inte the chiel’s teat, which 
wan superior to the others only in sige, 
The oluof had Leon very sick, and locked 
old and wizened,without any aplrit. Soat- 
ed beside him were a large man and two 
women. The obiel showed ne his silver 
medal with o fine bast of the Quorn on the 
ono side, and on the other were the Britial 
plenipotentiary and the great fodian chiet 
in the act of shaking hands. We were they 
introduced to the Doctor, a very old man 
with long black Lair and of eonre® the io, 
variable pipe in hie mouth 


On another day we rowed acroas the lake 
at this point to an is'aud that standéatthe 
head of Winnipeg river. There iaa very 
rapid deseont on either side of the island 
which ends in waterfalls of evnsidorable 
depth. Bofors forming the rapids, there is 
a deop flow of water, then it twoeps down 
and beimg mot by huge rocks beneath, it 
rivos to foam aod mist.

“On the 
Knight's arrival,” says the old chronicler 
Frotmart, he said, “Sir,the Earl of War- 
wick, the Lord Stafford, and the others 
who are about your son, are vigorously 
attacked by the French, and they en- 
treat you that you would come to their 
assistanoe with your battalion, for, if 
their numbers increase, they fear they 
will have too much to do.” ‘The King 
replied, “Ia my son dead o='so badly 
wounded that he cannol support him- 
velff” “Nothing of the sort, thank 
God,” rejoined the Knight, “but he ia 
in so hot«n yt that he bas 
great need of your help.” “Now, Sir 
Thomas,” said the King, “setarn back 
to those that went you, and tell them 
from we not to send this day to me 
again, or expect that I shall come, let 
what will happen,so long as my son haw 
life, and say that I command them to 
Jet the boy wid his aan, for T am de- 
termined, may it p' God, that all 
the gory and honor of this day shall be 
his.” Had our. Prince of Wales been in 
this predicarnent—bat then, there's no 
vie in discassing this,for he neverwould 
be likely to put his Gastidious person in 
mich imminent pil, However, he 
need not care much about sesing active 
service, He is colone! of half a dozen 
regiment#, and dcaws the pay, and we 
presume hé 29 satisfied. He may pos 
ribly, takd a ran up the Mediterranean 
in his pleasure yacht aod see the fon for 
a few days, if the weathpe is not too hot 
and finding bis royal wiother is satisfied 
that no harm will come'te the boy. Her 
Majesty seems very averse to any of her 
ebildren potting themselvis in apy 
danger. ‘The Eogli-h people are no 
fools ; and will some day begin to ank 
whether it is worth the while to pay 
such a heavy price for such a monarchy

death, Hon. Adam Hope leaves bebind bim 
4 memory redolent of true nobility. We 
shall not soon look opon his like ogaiu. 

Ip the grief of thoee who are barcaved 
the citizens of Hami'ton will deeply sym- 
pathize. Ontsiders dare not intrude upon 
the privacy of domestic mourning, bot 
there are thousands who foel the common 
affliction, and nothing will be loft undone 
to testify the morrow that follows tho de- 
crnged to his grave.

DRINKING IN THE HAY-PIELD. 

Mun in health perspire freely when vig- 
.orously at work on warm days. Very 
heavy sweating may sometimes arise 
from woakness ; a dry ekin mey indicate 
disorder. Evaporation from the surtace 
carries off heat and . keeps tho body cool. 
A supply of drinking water is re 
quired for the warm Laying and Laryest 
days, but much lees than is commonly 
supposed, Half a pint of water, sipped 
slowly, will nesuago thirst much: more 
effectively than a quart gulped down. As 
fully rales in the chapter on ‘* Oateli- 
ing Cold” (in December No,), a different 
temporature in two adjacent portions of 
the body prodnoes congestion. A pint of 
cold @uid of any kind, thrown into the 
stomach, may resoltio more o7 less oon- 
gestion ; serious illmess, and not atfre- 
qaepntly deaths, ariso from this cause. 
If ice-water ie taken at any time, it shoulil 
always bo awallowed so slowly that the 
stomach can warm each gill before taking 
another, ‘ 

As to the kinds of drink, {he positive 
teachings of medical science, and experi 
ence, indicate «hat pure water is by far tho 
best fluid for aasuaging thirst, and supply- 
ing the wants of the system. Beers, ales, 
ewoetened drinks, or any Haid that con- 
taine material that must be digested, are 
a tax opon tho slemach, and tend to dis- 
ordor the system. If taken at all it should 
be only with other food. Pure water ts 
absorded at once into the blood, and is car- 
ried directly to those parts of the body 
where it is needed. Ji the water ie bad, it 
may ususlly be corrected by tho addition 
of a little ginger, or ginger extract; too 
much of thie produces conetipation ; but on 
this account it may be used more freely in 
looseness of bowels. All altoLolic drinks 
are unhealthful for one in active oxercite. 
Thoy stimulate increased eflort—offort be~ 
yond one's nataral strength—and aonata~ 
ral exhaustion inevitably followe. Just aa 
far as anyone raises hiruself above a aor- 
mal condition by alcoholic stimulants, jast 
so fur below this condition will he surely 
sink a few hours after, and the elevating 
and depressing operation wears upon end 
disorganized tho machinery of the body.—

Rochester, until the completion of 
these water works in 1876, was sup- 
plied almost altogether fron indiv idual 
wells, the water of which in most in- 
stances, a8 analysis has shown, was fear- 
fully poluted. “Ina sanitary point of 
view the supply of an abandanes of pure 
water in tho place of the well water 
formerly used is of great importance, 
and should roceive due attention from 
tho authorities and citizens of Belleville, 
who are in a worse condition in this re 
spect than wore the people of Rochester 
prior to 1876, 

The Holly direct-pressure systeu has 
abont eight miles of distribution pipe in 
the business and wanufscturing part of 
the city. Theas pipes were laid in the 
same trench and at the same time ay 
the mains of the gravitation system 
from Hemlock Take, ond althongh the 
two systems are entirely independent of 
each other, they are connected together

He says: “The wosthor 
in gevoral, is delightfally eold and bracing 
Very often the thermometer is below 40, 
avd on one occasion it went dlown to 46 
Jast winter. I came from Rapil City one 
day last winter anid my big buffalo 
coat oo, I wasin the bonse half au bour 
before I could get the coat soparated from 
my whiskers, and icicles two inoles in 
length frozen to my wonstache. Oo « 
clear morning we not unotrequently see a 
mirage. Houses and baros that we could 
not see at other times will stand out clear 
ly and distinetly at a distance of 6, 7 and 
10 miles. ‘This always oconts on @ very 
cold marning. We bad to keep our bons 


bev house to the door, not more then eight 
rods withont their foet being frozen. 
Mang of our neighbors who have not as 
warm a huvuse as mine, are obliged to oat 
their moals with mittens on. their bands. 
I began to swile here, but he assured me 
it was so, and bis statements wore cor- 
roborated by others who were in the bouse, 

You may bave read a good deal in On- 
tario. abont the “blisaards” he eaid “but 1 
tell you last winter for two days we could 
not got into our stable. As fast as tho snow 
would be shovelle] away it would blow iv, 
and alter working tor balf a day, we had 
wade uo headway and bad to go in one of 
the windows, through which we took tood 
and water, When | came (> the conntry 
it wns in April, and Lbecame snow bliad. 
For threo days 1 could not soe aty, and 
two of my men wore so bad that thoy had 
to be Jed to their meals.” Tho snow over 
the prairie is not more than one foot deep, 
bat when blizzards ocour,banks are formed 
aco as high as vightoon fect. The mow 


is like throwing hot sand in your oyca,with 
the rest of your body freezing. 

Doring my stay at Mr. Middleton's I 
have seen a good deal of the country, in 
Viis district. The

are all log. The logs are small and made 
out of poplar and a few yiload. Dotween 
the logs are pieces of wood called ‘chincks 
avd the pus are plastered both inside 
andonteide with mad. In the inside the 
wall is covered from floor to eailing with 
nowspapers pasted together. The floors 
are made of lumber from the spruce pine. 
Some lave thom najled but oa great 
many have them lying locus. The roofs 
are first covered with email poles laid side 
by side; ovor this is placed hay or prairio 
grasa, and on top of that is the prairie sod.

By reason of being the largeat and moat 
sugcenaful manufacturer of cheese in Cana- 
da, David M. MePherscn, of Lancaster, 
Ont., Las become generally known nas the

AN INPURIATED BBAsT,

He 
Srrived at the seene jaat as the grey was 
adminieteriog his third bito to the prostrate 
Alick, and aimed o blow with the axe at 
the animal, who Loweve r ekillfally evaded 
i, Ond fled in the direction of the other hor 
ror Tho family now hastened round Alick, 
whow they found fearfully Jncorated, bis 
face bei a manasa of blood, and hia elothos 
torn to picces. Dr. Gann was quickly on 
the spot, and fonsd the akall was (rac tured 
by the horse's shoe. The wounds in the leg 
were of the most eerious nature, the large 
conls and tendons, immodiately above tho 
kueo were foarially Incorated and manglod 
one of the tendons boing pulled clean ont, 
and was eut off and removed by the d 
for. ‘I'he flesh was alao fo fearlally torn 
nnd chewed that soveral largo pieces were 
removed by the surgeon's knife. I ortunato- 
ly no bones woro broken.

Ragoment state that Arabi forced them to 
fight threatening to shoot them if they re- 
fused. They say that the obiof officers fled 
eoon afler the potion began aud that Arabi's 
defeat was atorrible beating. Tho se 
cess of the British foree at Chaloof, and 
the energy displayed by thom in search- 
ing the const towards Ismailia Las thorough 
ly domoralized the onomy, and the opposi- 
tion this side of the Canal may be consider- 
ed ended. At six o'clook this morning the 
gunboat Mosquito crossed the Bitter Lake 
to shell Kined Station, and subsequently 
when the treops Ianded they found the 
place deserted, while large bodies of Arab 
cavalry were seen etroaming towards tho 
desert.

They allege that many 
more of the officers and men wiah to sur- 
render,but they are afraid owing to Arabi’s 
spreading reports that the English shoot 
all prisoners.

LATEST FOR WEDNESDAY. 

Loxvow, Ang. 30.—An account of the 
battle at Kassasin aye tho enemy appear- 
ed in the morning, but Lulted » ‘consider- 
able distance from the camp, where they 
kopt up 9 continual shell fire. The troops 
were out all day under a terrific sun, bat 
the Egyphans made no advance. Soaree- 
ly had the cavalry unsaddled their horses, 
and the men began to oat, whon the arti 
lory fring was heard again, By thio heavy 
and continuous roar it was evident an al 
tack wasin earnest. Again the weariod 
men saddled their weary horses and pre 
pared to advance, The suo was still boat 
tog down Oeroely hot, the wind throwing 
tho sand in clouds so high it was impossible 
to soe what was going on. As tho cavalry 
moved away followed by the Lorve artillery 
the cannonade incroased {n violence and 
did not cease for a moment. The General 
repeated the tactios of the previous fight 
by gotling round to the enemy's rear, It 
was a striking proof of his confidence in 
the troops that with tired horsea, and 
as night was spproaching he should 
attempt these manuvers against an 
enemy ooknown in strength and with 
fresh horses, Agaiost other enemies it 
would bave bean rash. It was nine 
0 o'ock Lef sro the cava'ry got in the rer 
of the Egyptians, and an advance was 
then made slowly to allow tho srtillery to 
advance. When the cavalry was observed 
by the Egyptians the eky seemed torn to 
pleces as by a mighty burricano of shells, 
which screamed avd burst.
